Region of Peel health of- 
ficials announced on Friday 
that mosquitoes in the Dix- 
ie and Lakeshore Road area 
in Mississauga have tested 
positive for the West Nile 
virus. 

In a news release, the re- 
gion said that heavy rainfall 
isto blame for the confirmed 
presence, as it generated 
breeding grounds for mos- 
quitoes capable of carrying 
the virus. 

“With this recent confi 
mation of West Nile a 
ity, we are increasing our 


efforts in south Mississauga 
and the surrounding area by 
looking for breeding sites 
and re-treating catch basins 
with larvicide,” said Paul 
Callanan, the region's diree- 
tor of health protection. 

The mosquitoes were col- 
lected from one of several 
traps Peel Public Health main- 
tains and monitors as part of 
an annual surveillance pro- 
gram. No cases of West Nile in 
humans have been confirmed 
in Peel or Ontario to date. 

Officials are asking home- 
owners to get rid of pools of 


standing water on their prop- 
erty, and to mitigate the risk of 
mosquitoes by wearing repel- 
lent, avoiding areas with sig- 
nificant mosquito activity and 
covering exposed skin. 

The region is asking anyone 
who sees a pool of standing 
water on a piece of property 
in Peel that has not been dealt 
with to call Peel Region Pub- 
lic Health at 905-799-7700 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
Monday to Friday. Caledon 
residents can call toll free at

Councillor wants clampdown on 
politicians billing taxpayers for 
‘unjustified’ trips

A Peel Regional Council- 
lor wants to stop politicians 
from billing taxpayers for 
trips they have no “valid” 
reason to go on. 

Pat Saito told Peel Daily 
News, “when you get five or 
six people going on the tri 
that expense adds up.” 

In a discussion at Peel 
Regional Council Thurs- 
day, Saito said only coun- 
cillors who sit on commit- 
tees should be allowed to 
expense trips that apply di- 
rectly to their work in those 
groups. 

“If you don't sit on the 
committee and you have no 
valid reason of going on that 
trip, you pick up the cost 
yourself,” she said. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 
who has been suffering 
from laryngitis since Cana- 
da Day, pushed for greater 
transparency as far as ex- 
pensing trips goes. 

“The public disclosure 
is so important because 


sometimes we don't think 
about it. We find a confer- 
ence that’s worthwhile. Yes, 
it's in the dead of summer, 
but we need to tell people. 1 
think that goes a long way, 
that people know where 
we're going, they know how 
much we're spending. It’s 
their money,” she said. 

Councillor Nando Ian- 
nicca defended his own tax- 
payer-funded trips abroad 
while attacking a reporter 
for asking him about a trip 
to Rome to look at propul- 
sion systems. 

“Yeah. I came back to the 
very next city council meet- 
ing and said, ‘oh my God, 
we can't go with a diesel 
system’. The Siemens peo- 
ple made it clear to me,” he 
said. 

“Was the five-thousand 
dollars worth the $1.4-bil- 
lion investment? The guy 
asking doesn’t know that. 

Tannicca has faced ques- 
tions about a trip to Greece 
and Dubai on which his wife 
accompanied him. At the 


time, he was quoted as say- 
ing, “Whether she’s there 
or not, I'm getting the same 
room.” 

Tannicca says he’s never 
gone on a conference at the 
region other than on his in 
dividual expense. 

Saito singled out the 
waste management division 
for “trips where members of 
council who do notsit on the 
committee, but would like 
to go, come up with a rea~ 
son why they would like to 
go. I have no problem with 
that, but it should come out 
of their expenses. In some 
cases, it has been picked up 
along with everyone else's.” 

She says the number of 
people going on such trips 
should include the com- 
mittee chair, vice-chair and 
“maybe one other councillor 
if they're from another mu- 
nicipality so that all three 
are represented.” 


Hungry coyotes threaten 
Brampton neighbour- 


hood

‘A Brampton councillor 
is urging residents to stop 
feeding potentially danger- 
ous coyotes encroaching 
deeper into the city’s neigh- 
bourhoods. 

Ward g and 4 City Coun- 
cillor Jeff Bowman has lived 
in Brampton all his life and 
is growing increasingly wor- 
ried about coyote sightings 
there. 

“The issue is that there is 
a neighbourhood in Bramp- 
ton that does not feel safe 
while walking with their 
children, pets or even alone 
in the evening due to several 
coyotes who openly walk the 
streets during the day, and 
show no fear of humans,” 
said Bowman, 

‘The areas in question in- 
clude Meadowland, Mars- 
den, Crestview, Lyndfield 
and Eldomar. 

Even for residents used 
to seeing wildlife in those 
areas, the sight of coyotes 
walking on the sidewalk, 
resting on front lawns, and 
approaching them as they 
walk their pets in broad day- 
light can be troubling. 

‘The city has posted signs 
warning anyone using rec- 
reational trails that coyotes 
might be in the area. Mak- 
ing matters worse is the fact 
that at least one resident has 


been spotted feeding these 
animals. 

“We did have complaints 
of a resident feeding the 
coyotes that our animal con- 
trol responded to. Feeding 
the coyotes is never a good 
idea as it will lead them 
closer to the homes, make 
them less afraid of humans 
and encourage them to stay 
in the area where they know 
there is a food source,” Bow- 
man added. 

Coyotes are not known 
for attacking humans, but in 
recent years there have been 
a growing number of inci- 
dents in which the predators 
have bitten people. 

In 2009, 2.19 year-old To- 
ronto woman was killed in a 
coyote attack in Cape Breton 
Highlands National Park. It 
is the only known fatality in 
Canada involving coyotes. 

The City of Brampton An- 
imal Services and the Min- 
istry of Natural Resources 
recommends residents nev- 
er leave children unattend- 
ed in an area where coyotes 
have been spotted. 

They also warn pet own- 
ers their animals could be 
attacked by coyotes if left 
unattended. 

The city is hamstrung 
in terms of what it can do 
about these animals due to 
Provincial regulations. 


Caledon and Region of 
Peel plan additional LED 
lighting for local roads 


The Town of Caledon 
announced plans Tuesday 
morning to upgrade more an 
additional 600 LED lights 
on regional roads this sum- 
mer, as part of its existing 
streetlight retrofit program. 

The move is expected to 
help reduce energy costs 
and lesson environmental 
impact in the area, and is 
the second phase of a proj- 
ect that began in 2015 with 


1,500 streetlights being up- 
graded. 

RealTerm Energy Corp. 
was hired by the Town to 
undertake a design process 
to determine the best lo- 
cations for the new lights. 
The guidelines considered 
factors such as the amount 
of traffic, roadway type and 
lighting distribution.

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Language barriers...

Canada is a land of great 
opportunities. You can be- 
come anything you want to 
be in this great country. You 
just need to walk with your 
head high and with a clear 
sense of direction. 

We live in a complex 
multicultural society. But 
language, education and 
cultural barriers and biases 
are hindering the ability of 
GTA’s growing South Asian 
community to get on their 
collective feet after they im- 
migrate to Canada. 

Nearly 200,000 people 
with roots in India, Paki- 
stan, Bangladesh and Sri 
Lanka— three-quarters of 
them immigrants— call 
the GTA home. Brampton 
boasts the third-largest 
number of South Asian resi- 
dents in our great nation. 

Sadly, more than one- 
third of South Asians are 
not fluent in English. These 
language barriers hurt their 
ability to find jobs in their 
profession and they hinder 
Canada’s business commu- 
nity and labour pool. Many 
talented individuals who 
need to find a steady income 
as quickly as possible are 
left out in the cold. 

When I came to Canada in 
1989, I had the same prob- 
Jem. I could neither read nor 
write English. I was trying to 
find a good job, yet Twas un- 
able to understand a single 


word when prospective em- 
ployers would grant me an 
interview. 

My hopes were slowly dy- 
ing. 

‘The inability to overcome 
these barriers causes many 
individuals to abandon their 
special skills in favour of 
minimum wage jobs. This 
is such a waste of talent. 
Canada allows thousands of 
immigrants into our great 
country on a point system 
designed to promote skilled 
labour. However, many 
of these individuals never 
work in their chosen field 
because of these aforemen- 
tioned social barriers. 

Immigrants come to Can- 
ada with hopes of working 
in their profession, but soon 
are left with no options but 
to take any kind of job to put 
food on the table. 

‘Also, many employers 
ask for Canadian work ex- 
perience and that’s anoth- 
er big problem immigrants 
face. The government has 
attempted to address this 
problem by providing ser- 
vices designed to integrate 
immigrants into the com- 
munity. However, many 
people don’t know such ser- 
vices are available to them 
and the government seems 
unaware of their linguistic 
difficulties. For example, 
40 per cent of South Asians 
have difficulty finding help 


in order to learn English. 

These gaps need to close. 
Services need to be widely 
promoted to ensure they 
reach the appropriate indi- 
viduals, What good does it 
do to have services— paid 
for by your tax dollars— if 
they aren't being adequate- 
ly promoted and used as 
planned? 

We need to come togeth- 
er. South Asians need to un- 
derstand and recognize our 
needs and then must reach 
out to other ethnie commu- 
nities with similar needs 
and circumstances. We can 
support each other. 

In Mississauga, there are 
many information centres 
for newcomers where they 
provide a wide range of in- 
formation on education and 
training, as well as govern- 
ment programs and settle- 
ment services. 

South Asians new to Mis- 
sissauga can find out how to 
access training, search for a 
job and even register for En- 
glish as a Second Language 
(ESL) instruction at Ontar- 
io’s Ministry of Citizenship 
and Immigration website 
(http://www.citizenship. 
gov.on.ca/english/work- 
ing/).

Federal funding given to Mississauga Library 
System to address homelessness problem 


The Mississauga Library 
System is looking to imple- 
ment solutions to home- 
lessness with the help of 
federal funding. 

It was announced Thurs 
day afternoon that the Li- 
brary System was awarded 
$122,524 in federal funding 
as part of the Canadian gov- 
ernment’s Homelessness 
Parenting Strategy, which 
was designed to support the 
development of innovative 
approaches to preventing 
and reducing homeless- 
ness. 

The Library System plans 
to use the funds to create 
a pilot project called Open 
Window Hub, which seeks 
to help homeless individu- 
als in Mississauga. 

‘According to the Missis- 
sauga Food Bank, the issue 
of homelessness is closely 
linked to the issue of po’ 
erty. More than 182,000 
people in Mississauga live 


below the poverty line.

Crombie wants relief from the

The City of Mississauga 
lwants a break on higher 
fuel costs resulting from a 
provincial program aimed 
lat cutting greenhouse gas 
lemissions.

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
pushed through the mo- 
tion and later released this 
lquote through her office: 
“Given that the vast major-

The Ontario Municipal 
Board's proposed reforms 
will be a welcome sight for 
local businesses and home- 
owners, local _ politicians 
said at a press conference in 
Brampton. 

Mayor Linda Jeffrey ap- 
plauded the changes this 
past Wednesday during 
a media event in Garden 
‘Square, as Municipal Affairs 
Minister Bill Mauro an- 
nounced proposed reforms 
to the OMB and provincial 
land use plans. 

The OMB deals with mu- 
nicipal applications and ap- 
peals on land use planning, 
financial issues relates to 
developments, land expro- 
priation and other munici- 
pal issues. With the advent 
of new legislation by the On- 
tario government, the OMB 
will be replaced with a Local 
Planning Appeal Tribunal,

which will give communi- 
ties a greater stake in local 
issues. 

Munro also announced 
updates to four provin- 
cial land use plans for the 
Greater Golden Horseshoe 
(GGH) area in southern 
Ontario. Brampton West 
MPP Vie Dhillon MPP and 
Brampton-Springdale. MPP 
Harinder Malhi echoed the 
mayor's sentiments that 
the changes will be good for 
Brampton. 

On June 1, the Niagara 
Escarpment Plan came into 
effect, which follows the up- 
dated Growth Plan for the 
Greenbelt Plan and the Oak 
Ridges Moraine Conserva~ 
tion Plan that will come into 
effect on July 1. 

“Ina fast-growing city like 
Brampton, we welcome the 
updated growth plan and 
the proposed reforms of the 
land use planning appeal 
system, which will bring de- 


cisions to the local level and 
we believe will strengthen 
transparency and account- 
ability,” Jeffrey said. 

Communities—at the lo- 
cal level— will have a stron 
ger voice in their planning 
and development of their 
neighbourhoods, the place 
where they live, work and 
play. Replacing the OMB 
with the Local Planning Ap- 
peal Tribunal will “ensure 
people have access to faster, 
fairer and more affordable 
hearings,” Mauro said. 

At 600,000 __ people, 
Brampton is the ninth larg- 
est city in Canada, and the 
second fastest growing city 
in Canada: Brampton is ex- 
pected to grow to nearly one 
million residents by 2041. 

During the two years of 
planning that went into 
these updates, the Province 
heard from various staki 
holders, including the City 
of Brampton.

The history of the 
Brampton Tennis Club 


Tennis has had a long 
and interesting history in 
Brampton. Reports of its 
popularity as a local recre- 
ational sport date back to 
the 1880s. 

Brampton Tennis Club 
originated in 1885 as part of 
the Brampton Amateur Ath- 
letic Association. 

This Association, among 
other activities, created the 
first organized tennis courts 
for the public on the Rosalea 
Park grounds. 

The location of the Club 
in Brampton changed from 
time to time during its first 
half-century or so of exis- 
tence. 

However, in 1954, the 
Club sought assistance from 
the then Town of Brampton 
and was granted the use of 
part of Rosalea Park. 

That year, with the cre- 
ation of four clay courts on 
land that had been used as 
a lacrosse pitch, the current 


location took root. 

Over the years, there have 
been significant changes 
such as overhead lighting, 
a clubhouse, additional clay 
courts as well as two hard 
courts, and an automatic 
sprinkler system. 

Thanks to the efforts of 
numerous Club members 
over the years, the popular- 
ity of tennis has grown in 
Brampton and the Club has 
become a significant land- 
mark on the local sports 
scene. 

Three Club _ members: 
Amblo Wilby, Ralph Ad- 
setts and Cecil Stokoe were 
officially recognized by the 
City for all their efforts and 
were inducted into the City 
of Brampton Sports Hall of 
Fame. 

Plaques to commemorate 
Wilby, Adsetts and Stokoe 
can be found in the club- 
house. 

Recently, Bruce Car- 


ruthers and Bobby Mahal 
were recognized by the City 
and their plaques can be 
seen on the clubhouse wall. 

Over the years hundreds 
of players have learned the 
game at the Club through 
well-designed lessons of- 
fered by excellent coaches. 

While most simply e 
joyed recreational tennis, 
others with a more compet- 
itive nature took their game 
toa higher level. 

Some former members of 
the Brampton Tennis Club 
have even competed inter- 
nationally; the best known 
is Jill Hetherington who 
played in professional tour- 
naments worldwide includ- 
ing Wimbledon. 

Today, the Club contin- 
ues to grow with over 400 
members and numerous 
programs for all ages and 
interests. 

For those interested in 
more information about the 
Club's history, a wonder- 
ful book full of interesting 
facts was published in 1988. 
What's All The Racquet? 
was edited by Eva Andrews 
with contributions from sev- 
eral long-time members.

Vélez Franceschi 


Vélez was named the Blue 
Jays’ opening day designated 
hitter in their first ever game 
on April 7, 1977, as he went 2 
for 4 with a run, helping Te 
ronto slam the Chicago White 
Sox 9-5. What a month he 
had 40 years ago! Vélez was 
named AL MVP for April. He 
hit a torrid .442 with 5 HR 
and 18 RBI in 21 games. Vélez 
had a strong first season with 
the Jays: a .256 batting aver- 
age with 16 HR and 62 RBI in 
120 games. 

Vélez saw his offensive 
production dip in 1978, as 
he hit .266 with 9 HR and 38 
RBI in 91 games, but despite 
appearing in only 99 games 
in 1979, Vélez improved to a 
88 batting average with 15 
HR and 48 RBI. 

Vélez. had his best season 
in 1980 In 104 games: he hit 
.269 with 20 HR and 62 RBI.

On May 4 that year, Vélez 
hit four home runs in a dou- 
bleheader against Cleve- 
land. 

Vélez hit one of each pos- 
sible home run in the dou- 
bleheader — that is, a solo, 
two-run, three-run home 
run as well as a grand slam.

When Indian vocalist 
Vandana Vishwas moved 
to Mississauga, what 
impressed her most about 


the city was its diversity. 

“It's wonderful!” 
Vishwas gushed. “We 
never feel not at home 
here. Because everyone 
here is an immigrant, 
we share each other's 
emotions, art, food, and 
culture.” 

Itis this spirit of 
cultural sharing that 
infuses Vishwas’ latest 


as a country song later 
in the album. Parallels 
combines everything from 
traditional African music 
to 1970s rock. 

‘The foundation of 
the album is Vishwas’ 
background in Hindustani 
music, the classical 
tradition of northern 
India. “It was initially a 
challenge,” she says. 


“It was not very clear how 
Ishould proceed, which 
genres would go best with 
Indian music. 

Growing up in 
Chhattisgarh, India, 
Vishwas started singing 
when she was four. By 
16, she had completed 
her music degree in the 
Hindustani tradition 
and was singing her 
compositions on All India 
Radio. 

Simultaneously, 
Vishwas studied 
architecture. Her career 
as an architect took her to 
Dubai, where music took 
a back seat to her work, 
and later to the Greater 
‘oronto Area. 

The multicultural music 
scene in the GTA reignited 
Vishwas’ artistic side. She 
released her first album, 
Meera the Lover in 2009. 
In 2012, Vishwas won a 
MARTY in Established 
Performing Arts. 


A year later, she released 
her second album, 
Monologues, followed in 
2014 by a promotional 
track for the novel 
Samarsiddha by Sandeep 
Nayar. Vishwas then left 
her architectural work to 
focus on music. 

In her spare time, 
Vishwas enjoys sampling 
the multicultural cuisine 
of Mississauga. While she 
enjoys Mexican, Italian, 
and Thai food, Vishwas 
has a special fondness for 
Ethiopian cuisine.

Answers to This Week’s Puzzle 
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A Simple Breath

One of the things we 
take for granted is our 
breath. 

Our breath is a constant 
flow and without realizing 
it, our breath mimics how 
we physically feel. When 
stressed, our breath is 
short and fast and when 
relaxed, it is long and 
slow. 

Breathing through our 
mouth is quicker and 
more stressful, but doesn't 
draw enough air into our 
lungs. This causes us to 
take more inhalations 
because more breaths are 
needed to compensate and 
we tire easier from the 
extra effort. 

Nostril breaths are 
slower and draw more air 
directly into the lungs and 


need less repetition and 
effort. 

How we breathe is 
also important. Mouth 
breathing draws the air 
into the mouth down the 
esophagus and into the 
stomach. 

‘There is a small opening 
in the esophagus as the 
air goes down which 
allows some air into the 
windpipe/trachea and 
then into the lungs. The 
problem with a mouth 
breath is that you swallow 
air with all the dirt and 
contamination into the 
stomach and the lungs. 

Nostril breathing 
goes through the nose 
and directly down the 
windpipe/trachea and 
straight into the lungs. 

More volume of air 
enters the lungs through 
the nose and less effort 


is needed for the intake 
of air. The nostril breath 
replenishes the air in 
the lungs better than the 
mouth breath, 

Unfortunately, most 
people breathe through 
the mouth, which is the 
most unsanitary. 

Retraining yourself 
to nostril breathe isn’t 
difficult, and it takes us 
back to a more natural 
way like we all had as a 
child. 

Because you can only 
sniff through your nostrils, 
the easiest way to teach 
yourself how to nostril 
breathe is to practice the 
“Sniffing Breath”. 

Start by taking 4 quick 
and sharp sniffs and 
then release the breath 
with one long exhalation. 
Repeat 4 times. At first, do 
this several times during 


the day when possible and 
continue for a few weeks. 

In time, you will 
readjust yourself to nostril 
breathing naturally. Some 
of the side effects of this 
will be that the muscles 
surrounding your rib cage 
will start to be tender. 

Why? Because this 
breath uses all the lobes of 
your lungs, but especially 
the lower lobes. This 
forces the rib cage to 
expand with the forceful 
sniffs — this tenderness 
will show you that you 
are doing the breaths 
properly. 

Another side effect is 
that accumulated dust and 
residue that have fallen 
over the years to these 
lower lobes are being 
disturbed and broken up. 

‘The more you practice 
this breath, the more 
nostril breathing will 
become natural. 

Exhalations are also 


important. Exhalations 
should be longer than 
inhalations. Here 

either mouth or nostril 
exhalations are fine but 
different and beneficial in 
many ways. 

Mouth exhalations 
are great for energizing 
especially using a series of 
short spurts of exhalations 
which draws in your 
belly button. Long nostril 
exhalations are great for 
relaxation and soothing a 
frazzled body. Lengthen 
your exhalations as much 
as you can. 

Once you have the 
nostril breath perfected, 
the “Held Breath” is 
next. This helps you 
control the flow of your 
breath. Why —so you can 
learn to set the pace for 
your breathing. Breath 
control is so important 
in exercising, physical 
endurance, and enhancing 
control in focus and 


movement. 

For example, if you 
find yourself catching or 
holding your breath often, 
you might feel as if you 
lose your breath and need 
to gasp air quickly — this 
breath will definitely help. 
When you practice the 
held breath, you teach 
your breathing to start 
again naturally without 
realizing it. 

‘The held breath is 
simple, inhale, hold the 
breath for a count of four, 
exhale and hold again for 
acount of four. Practice 
regularly and if you fear 
holding your breath, this 
usually resolves it. 

‘A Simple Breath — with 
practice, it will be and you 
will be healthier because 
of it.
